How the Itepreseiitativ e of the 
York Tribune Laid Out the 
Other Fellows.

S pania rds 
had 
captured 
a 
steamer called the 
Virg inius on 
pretense that she was about to run 
their blockade and land supplies 
for the rebels in Cuba. 
T h e cap­ 
ture w as contrarv to internaiional 
law, as it took place on the liig h 
seas, and General G ra nt, w ho was 
then president, m ade a perem ptory 
de m a nd for the surrender of the 
vessel. 
T h e M a drid g overnm ent knew 
th at G r a nt was not the sort of a

H a ndy 
was directed to g o to Cuba and re­ 
port the event for the Tribune.

chartered a scliooner and started 
for tlie bay . 
Idie T im es man w ent 
over to H a va na, witli the intm uion 
of m a king his w ay on horseback 
across the country to the scene of 
the surrender. 
H a ndy said noth ­ 
ing , but m atured a plan tvf his own. 
T h e ollicers of the man-of-war g ave 
a dinner party on hoard the evtm- 
ing before sailing . 
Tlieir ship was 
to start at day lig ht. 
H a ndy had no trouble in g etting 
an invitation to the tlinner. 
T o­ 
wards m idnig ht he left the I'ahin, 
appa re ntly a g ood deal under the 
iniluence of the wine he had drank, 
and slipped into the star^^e room of 
one of the otlicers w h om he knew 
very

T h e presence on board of the 
T ribune correspondent was report­ 
ed to the captain, who summoned 
the stow a w a y before him and |>er- 
formed a vig orous feat of naval ob­ 
jurg ation.
